Mass Meeting at Swainsboro 
Adopts Resolution Calling for 
State Primary, and Another 


for County Primary if Com- | 


mittee Does Not Order One. 


Swainsboro, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)— 
A mass meeting of the citizens of 
Bmanuel county, called for the purpose 
of insisting upon the state executive 
committee's ordering a primary for 
the purpose of nominating a state 
senator to fill the unexpired term left 
vacant by the death of Hon. A. 8S. Clay, 
was held on Saturday at the court- 
house here. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Hon. 8. J. Cowan. Hon. W. R. Kemp 
was elected chaifman and W. H. Proc- 
tor secretary. 


The following resolution was offered | 


by Hon. William Canady: 


"Whereas, onaccount of the death of 
Hon. A. 8. Clay, the next legislature 
will have to elect a United States 
senator to fill the unexpired term of 
the aforesaid senator. Therefore be it 

“Resolved, That we. the citizens of 
Emanuel county in mass meeting as- 
eembled, this the 6th day of May, 1911, 
do demand the state executive commit- 
tee to call a primary on or before the 
20th day of June next that the people 
may express their wishes as to who 
they shall have to represent them in 
the senate, instructing the legislature 
. act according to the will of the peo- 
p e.”’ 

Thies resolution, excepting one vote, 
was unanimously carried. 

Would Hold County Election. 

Another resolution was offered by 
Mr. Canady as follows: 

“Resolved, That we, the citizens of 
Emanuel county, in mass meeting as- 
sembled, in the event that the state 
executive committee refuses to order a 
primary, that we call upon the chair- 
man of the county executive committee 
to call a white primary on the 20th 
day of June next for the purpose of al- 
lowing the people to express their 
choice as to who they desire to fill the 
effice of United States senator. We 
ask each county in the state to act ac- 
cordingly.” 

This resolution 
carried. 

The meeting then developed into a 


permanent organization under the 
mame of “The Citizens’ Progressive 
League,’ with W. R. Kemp as pres!i- 
dent and L. W. Canady as secretary 
and treasurer. 

This league was organized for the 
purpose of meeting at stated times and 
discussing questions of public interest 
and for the purpose of educating its 
members upon political ang other ques- 
tions and for other purposes. 

Among other resolutions passed at 
the meeting one was unanimously 
passed requesting Hon. Thomas EE, 
Watson to make a speech upon public 
questions at his earliest cOnvenience. 

Motion was made and carried that 
the action of this meeting be sent 
for publication to the papers of the 
state. F. H. Saffold, Henry R. Daniel 
and 8. J. Cowan were appointed by 
the chair as a committee to look after 
the publication of same. 

Hon. F. H. Saffold was elected vice 
president of the organization. 

The meeting was adjourned to meet 
again on the secong Saturday in June,

Musicians Denounce the Ar- 
rest of McNamaras 


President Weber Gives the 
Resolutions His Unqualified 
Support---Sessions of the Con- 
vention Will Be Resumed This 


Morning. 


The American Federation of Musi- 
cians held but one session yesterday, 
that of the morning, from 9 to 12 
o'clock, when the body adjourned to 
take in the barbecue at Cold Springs 
during the afternoon. 

But during that morning session the 
federation showed its great faith in 
unionism, and made clear its determi- 
nation to have no connection with any- 
thing but organized plans and persons, 

Early in the session a resolution was 
passed denouncing the arrest of the 
McNamaras and McManigal in Indian- 
apolis charging them with dynamiting 
The Los Angeles Times building, in 
which twenty-one lives were sacrificed, 
and the subsequent transportation of 
these men to California. 

Supports Resolution. 

President Weber gave the resolu- 
tion his unqualified support, declaring 
that he thought the matter of too 
grave importance to go to any one of 
the standing committees. He was thor- 
ly satisfied that a great injustice had 
not only been done the three structural 
steel and iron workers, who had been 
hurried across the continent without 
being allowed a hearing before a jidge 
immediately after their arrest, but that 
a great blow had been aimed by those 
bringing about the arrest and the “kid- 
naping”’ at organized labor the country 
over. He was of the opinion that the 
resolution should go to a spe ial com- 
mittee, and that that commi’tee should 
be directed to report. at the present 
meeting. President Weber was ener- 
getic in his support of that portion of 
the resolution calling upon the federal 
congress to investigate the arrest and 
kidnaping thoroughly. 

A special commiftee was named and 
the resolution referred to it. 

President Weber informed the con-

MOTHER PLEADS IN. COUR: 
FOR SUPPORT OF CHILDREN 


Pathetically recounting her strug- 
gles to provide food and clothing for her 
children, and telling how hard she 
was finding it to keep her little ones 
with her, Mrs. Minnie Mann yesterday 
appeared before Judge A. E. Calhoun, 
begging the court to make her hus- 
band, O. Q. Mann, do something to- 
ward supporting the little ones. 

“I have done everything that I 
could,” she said. “Before I married 
Mr. Mann, I was a school teacher mak- 
ing $50 and $75 a Month. Now I am 
even making clothes. for little negro 
children in order that ¥ mgy kKeep_my 
three babies with me: If ¥ can work 
like that, he certainly ought to be 
able to do something.” 

Little Boy with Mother. 

Throughout the hearing a handsome 
little blonde-headed boy, the only one 
of her three children old enough to 
be in eourt, stood by her side. Before 
the judge stood Mann, thin and tall, 
earnestly protesting his willingness to 
do what he could for the children, but 
admitting that he had not sent them 
anything since January. Mrs. Mann 
said that she had implored her hus- 
band to givé up drinking; had even 
told him that if he would just sit at 
home ‘with the children, she would 
support him and the children as well, 
but that she just couldn’t give him 
money to spend on whisky. 


“I do not want the shame of my 
children having to grow up separated 
from their father, but he just won’t 
work, and we have to live,” she said. 

Mrs. Mann’s brother, who was in 
court, stated that formerly he was a 
good friend of Mann’s, but that he had 


a 


}left his wife and children and instead 
of working lay around the saloons all 
the time. 

“We do not want to send the man to 
the penitentiary, your honor, but if 
there is any law which can make him 
support his little ones, we want it ex- 
ercised,” said the brother. 

Mann protested that not a living 
man loved his children better than he 
did; that he wanted to see*them and 
had tried, but was not allowed. 

Afraid of His Father. 

“Look at this little fellow, your hon- 
or,” said the brother, picking up the 
red-faced boy, who, with lowereé@ head, 
refused to look at his fathet “He 
is afraid of his father as he can be; 
he has been around the courthouse all 
day, and wouldn't go near him.” 

“Well, if he is, he’s been taught it,” 
declared Mann, “and how can you pay 
any attention to what that man says? 
He’s caused two separations between 
his own father and mother.” 

“It is an infamous lie,” declared the 
brother, with much emphasis and force, 
“and if we were out of this court room 
he knows what I would do to him. No 
such statement as that shall go unchal- 
lenged: My father and mother are 
living happily together now.” 

Mann, who used to be wealthy, pro- 
tested his previous inability to provide 
for the ahildren, but promised to do 
what he could if the court would hold 
the matter in abeyance. 

As the session adjourned, the little 
black-haired mother threw her hands 
into the air and cried aloud: “Whisky; 
whisky, whisky. That is what has 
brought me to all this,” and she caught 
her little boy against her side, and 
left the court room with tears upon

ENTIRE CITY IN BRIGHT BLAZE 


El Paso, Texas, May 10.—Fire in 
Juarez broke out anew at 12:15 o'clock 
this morning. The entire town seems 
to be ablaze. The Mexican Northwest- 
ern freight depot, the Mexican Central 
passenger station and the city market 
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Red Cross physicians returning from 
the imsurrecto stronghold were in- 
formed that 1fo more wounded would 
be cared for tonight, for as soon as 
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Federals Are Cooped Up in 
Four Places--Believed Rebels 
Will Succeed in Capturing 
City Today---Many Daring 
Deeds During the Long Bat- 
tle---Rebels Are Anxious to 
Capture General Navarro.

GEN. NAVARRO WILL DIE, 
BUT NEVER SURRENDER. 


Mexico City, May 9%—“I will 
die before I will surrgnder. So 
long as I have a ¢ to defend 
my position in JuareZ, I will not 
deliver the city to the rebels.” 

With these words General 
Navarro today closed his report 
to the department of war on the 
battle at Juarez. He declared 
this to be the message returned 
to MadéYro in reply to his demand 
for the surrender of the city. 

Placing all confidence in the 
aged warrior, government offi- 
cers were yet confident that he 
would succeed in holding the 
city. Should the garrison fail to 
withstand the attack, however, 
the government holds that the 
taking of the place would be but 
a minor incident, after all. It Is 
believed that the advancing re- 


inforcements will reach Juarez 
long before the rebels could be 
in condition to fight again, and 
that the place would then be re- 


taken, , 
MADERO GIVES REASONS 
FOR ATTACK ON JUAREZ 


El Paso, Texas, May 9.—Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, Jr., late tonight 
issued a stetement explaining 
the causes “of the atfack on 
Jaurez and the conflicting in- 
terpretations which have been 
put on his leadership. He attrib- 
utes the attack principally to the 
vague promises of President Diaz 
in his manifesto as opposed to 
the precise promises of revolu- 
tionists to the federal govern- 


ment. 
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El Paso, May 9.—What “was perhaps 
the fiercest battle of the Mexican revo- 
lution was fought at Juarez, across 
the Rio Grande today, but without re- 
sult. Tonight both federals and in- 
surrectos are resting on their arms 
ready to resume the battle at day- 
break. 

Americans Killed and Wounded. 

At least five persons have been 
killed on the American side of the line 
since the skirmishing began yesterday 
and about fifteen have been wounded, 
while the loss on the battlefield is va- 
riously estimated at from thirty to 
sixty dead on both sides and about 75 
to 100 wounded. 

Fifteen insurrecto wounded have 
been brought to the American side, but 
more are believed to be lying far with- 
in the town. General Navarro at 7 
o’clock tonight agreed to stop the fir- 
ing while the insurrecto wounded were 
being removed. 

The federals have adequate medical 
facilities and are caring for their 
wounded within the town. 

The Rebels Claim the Town. 

All day the battle raged, the insur- 
rectos swarming through the streets 
of Juarez and meeting the heavy fire 
of the federals with an equally vigor- 
ous volley of musketry. 

The rebels claim the town tonight 
and. while it is true that they occupy 
more territory than the federals the 
position of the government forces is

Taft Decides to “Stand Pat.” 
Bacon Makes Speech Defend- 
ing Mexico, and Says the Diaz 


Government Has Right to Try} 


to Put Down the Rebellion. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 9%.—(Special.)— 
There will be no invasion of Mexico 
as the result of the killing of Ameri- 
can citizens in the city of El Paso 
as an incident of the fighting at 
Juarez. The statements of President 
Taft today, following the reported 
deaths of a half dozen Americans, and 
the debate in congress provoked by 
this occurrence, made plain the future 
conduct of this government. 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, undoubt- 
edly voiced the sentiment of an over- 
whelming majority of the senate in 
his superb analysis of the legal and 
diplomatic situation growing out of 
the Mexican hostilities. 

Rights of Mexican Gowernment. 

In replying to a speech of Senator 
Stone, of Missouri, breathing ven- 
geance against the Mexicans, Senator 
Bacon asserted the lawful right of the 
Mexican government to put down in- 
surrection, even though as an incident 
lives were lost and property destroyed 
on this side of the border. 

The intention of the contestants 
controlled the case, he thought, and as 
long as hostile guns were not deliber- 
ately turned on El] Paso with the in- 
tention of bombarding thiat city, this 
government could not but recognize 
the right of its neighbor to the south 
to suppress insurrection if it had the 
power to do so. He spoke of the loss 
of life that would result from Ameri- 
can invasion, both from (asualties in 
the army, and to Americans now resi- 
dents and property ownens of Mexico. 
The latter would be in a most desper- 
ate situation, he said, onre American 
troops committed the hastile act of 
entering upon Mexican territory. 

Suppose It Were El Paso? 

Senator Bacon picturdd El Paso 
in the possession of forces hostile to 
the United States government, and in- 
sisted that federal authority should 
be exerted to retake the city even 
though it meant loss of life in Juarez 
across the river. 

The citizens of El Paso have no al- 
ternative now, he said, but ito go beyond 
the reach of the bullets arid save their 
own lives even at the cost of their 
property. It is not a very gratifying 
thing to contemplate, he said, but what 
else can be done? He urgeil that Amer- 
icans on the border sedulously avoid 
giving any occasion for friction be- 
tween the two countries. 

The argument of the senator from 
Georgia was followed with the closest 
attention, and he received several 
notes of congratulations upon his con- 
clusion. It was agreed’ that he had 
covered the ground fully. 

Stone Says Taft Is Hiuffing. 

Senator Stone in his speech again 
urged the use of American troops to 
Americans, and, changing his 
attitude toward the president’s course, 
practically charged him with playing 
a game of bluff in sending the troops

BLOODY VICTORY 
WON BY REBELS 


Tijuana, in Lower California, 
Taken by the Foes of 
President Diaz. 


Tijuana, Lower Cal., Mexico, May 
9.—Three companies of independent 
rebels, comprising 280 men, are en- 
camped tonight in the buildings and 
Streets of Tijuana. The town was 
taken by assault today after a savage 
assault, the battle lasting from 6:30 
until 9:40 o’clock. At that hour re- 
Sistance ceased. The attack was a 
complete surprise the federal 
forces. 

Conservative estimates of the dead 
and wounded on both sides place the 
number at 75, but the exact figures 
may not be known for a day or two. 
According to unofficial] advices, seven 
Americans, most of them jmembers of 
the rebel band, were wounded. 

The assault was made by a company 
of eighty men. The rest of the rebel 
force held the passes to Tecate and to 
Ensenada, east and south of Tiuana. 

The leader of the rebels, General 
Sam Pryce, who succeeded to com- 
mand wher’ Captain Woods was killed 
last night, would make no statement 
regarding the number of killed and 
wounded. 

The attack was planned and exe- 
cuted by Pryce. His force surrounded 
the town on three sides, and one by 
one the points of vantage held by the 
federals were taken until a remnant of 
the federals broke through to the 
south toward Ensenada. This contin- 
gent had been driven from the bull 
ring which the rebels set it on fire. 

Another party, driven from the cus- 
toms house, where the last stand was 
made, raced for the old Mexican school 
house half a mile away, near the 
American line. Half of these fell 
killed or wonuded on the way td the 
school house. The survivors soon 
made a dash for the American line, 
which they reached in safety. Among

Fire Started by Rebels. 

The sun beat fiercely on the battle- 
field and late this afternoon a fire 
started by the insurrectos filled the 
streets with clouds of suffocating 
smoke. The fire is still smouldering 
tonight, the postoffice and several ad- 
joining buildings being in ruins. 

The light from the fire tonight gives 
the rebels an occasional glimpse of 
the church where the federals are 
cooped up and the cracking of rifles 
is intermittent. 

The town of Juarez looks as if a 
hurricane had struck it. Wires are 
suspended from jagged telegraph 
poles, and the streets are filled with 
plaster, adobe debris, window glass 
and splinters. Signs and awnings are 
punctured with holes. Many a brick 
building has a hole in it, and not a 
few of the characteristic adobe 
houses are without roofs. 

Many Noncombatants Wounded, 

The terror-stricken residents were 
under cover all day, and many were 
injured by the hail of bullets. Bul- 
lets continued to sing across the Rio 
Grande to the American side today, 
but the casualties were fewer than 
vesterday, owing to the effirts of the 
United States troops who have Kept 
sightseers several hundred yards from 
the river front. 

There were many sorties during the 
battle, the rebels maneuvering about 
to draw the federals from their forti- 
fications. The mortars of the govern- 
ment troops kept up a deafening fire 
for several hours, but without any ef- 
fect other than to prevent the rebels 
from swooping down upon them from 
the foothills west of Juarez. 

Rebels Used Dynamite. 

The insurrectos’ artillery proved of 
little value,. and the _ revolutionists 
wrought more destruction while with- 
in Juarez by tossing dynamite bombs 
about wherever they thought federals 
were concealed than by their cannon. 
One of these bombs is believed to 
have set the postoffice on fire. 

Various reports were current during 
the day that the rebel chiefs, as well 
as the federals, had been killed or 
wounded. For a long time it was be- 
lieved that Colonel Garibaldi, grand- 
son of the Italian liberator and com- 
mander of the so-called American Le- 
gion of Insurrectos, had been injured, 
but tonight he was seen among his 
men apparently unhurt. 

General Pascual Orozco and Colonel) 
Villa are commanding the movements 
of the rebels who are gathered about 
the church and bull pen, while Colonel 
Blanco, with about 300 men, was taken 
up a position in the shrubbery near 
the foothills ready to meet flank 
movements. 

Madero Saw Battle From Afar. 

General Francisco I.. Madero, Jr., 
leader of the rebels, observed the 
progress of the battle from a distance. 
He used a powerful pair of field 
glasses, and not infrequently gave 
shouts of exultation at the advancing 
insurrectos. When a detachment of 
insurrectos ran across the plain in di- 
rect fire of the federals to effect a 
sortie which might draw the federals 
from the church which they held, Gen- 
eral Madero became visibly excited, 
He was eager to go to the front and 
thrust himself into the battle, but his 
staff officers restrained him. 

The insurrectos tonight. practically 
control the river fromt and are aiding 
refugees, especially women and chil- 
dren, in reaching places of safety. 
They have taken possession of many 
stores and are procurimg food in the 
houses where they have quartered 
themselves. 

Rebels May Take Town Today. 

While General Navarro is said to 
have sufficient ammunition and pro- 
visions to hold out at least a week 
against the kind of attack the rebels 
made today, the rebels, it is said, are 
able to harass Navarro for that length 
of time. They made considerable 
progress today, however, and it would 
cause no eurprise if they captured the 
town in another @ay’s fighting.

AN INNOVATION HERE TO STAY. 


Municipal govermment by commission is dotting the map of 
the United States. 

An extract from Municipal Engineering, reproduced elsewhere, 
demonstrates that were pin-pricks made on the towns that have 
adopted some form of this rule, the entire country would be cov- 
ered. The significance of the movement is that it embraces every 
phase of thought and sentiment, political and otherwise. 

It has spread like wildfire in the old and supposedly staid por- 
tions of the nation, and has been eagerly voted in by the communi- 
ties just trying their legs in the field of autonomy. From the fires 
lit at Galveston, the blaze has spread until the philosophy it repre- 
sents may justly be called one of the foremost -American tenden- 
cies of our day. 

The significance of the development is simple. Commission gov- 
ernment, as it has been evolved by experience and the process of 
elimination, is merely business government. Or, as Culpepper 
Exum, president of Birmingham’s' commission government, re- 
marked in an interview with The Constitution, “we simply run a 
city like we would a big department store, or a steel business, or 
a coal mine.” 

The latest southern accession to the list is Chattanooga, that 
city having a day or two ago complied with the legal preliminaries 
incident to commission government. Memphis, the largest city in 
Tennessee, set the example. 

The principal feature about the quick march of the contagion 
is that it will not prove spasmodic. Commission government is 
here to stay. Its form’ may be altered, as time demonstrates the 
need—just as our own state and national governments have been 
altered either consciously or automatically or by unwritten consent. 

But in that it represents business management versus political 
methods, efficiency versus waste and ineptitude, commission gov- 
ernment has in it the spark of long life and increasing vogue. 
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COOL HEADS AT BOTH ENDS. 


The Wall Street Journal, which, despite its environment, is not 
given to seeing things at night, views the possibility of American 
intervention in Mexico with the gravest apprehension. Contrasted 
with our Cuban and Philippine experience, the Mexican chapter 
would make the former resemble a summer picnic. We might eas- 
ily, thinks this sane newspaper, multiply our Spanish-American 
war-on-land expenditures by ten. 

The man who keeps his head in situations of this nature is like- 
ly to agree with the estimate of our contemporary. 

It will be the easiest thing in the world to intervene. And 
with the war trust and Mexican concessionaires turning on all the 
governmental pressure they can command, President Taft and con- 
gressional leaders deserve commendation for poise and delibera- 
tion, 

At the present moment, conditions are particularly complicated 
and the hazards are large. Madero appears-entirely unable to con- 
trol his troops. The near-battle of Juarez proves that. Whatever 
may bé the agreement between the Mexican government and the 
titular head of the insurrectos, it becomes increasingly evident that 
irresponsible bands of real or alleged rebels will keep up a ferment. 

Diaz, with a.backbone of steel, has conceded about all that 
inay be expected of him. He pledges himself to resign, but’ will 
not take that step until assured it will. not precipitate anarchy 
worse than existing conditions. Since the Mexican government 
has shown little ability to cope with the uprising, there is really 
no guarantee that the turbulent status will not be prolonged in- 
definitely, with both the United States and Mexico at the business 
end of a powder fuse. 

From all of which it appears that the need for cool heads, both 
on the border and in Washington, is supreme. This country’s ad- 
ventures in imperialism have not thus far been happy. Their com- 
plexities are yet fresh in the public mind. Meanwhile, there is 
Europe, whose views regarding the Monroe doctrine are by no 
means proof against sudden revision. 

In the face of such a situation, the men or interests that in- 
dulge in cheap hysteria or vicarious patriotism are not true “friends 
to the peace and welfare of North America.

DISCUSS 


DR. WILLIAM N 


. GUTHRIE 
ES THE DRAMA 


Dr. William Norman Guthrie, of the 
University of the South, is in the city 
for the purpose of delivering a series 
of lectures on the drama. He is ac- 
companied by his wife ang young 
daughter, and they are at the Pied- 
mont hotel for two- weeks. Dr. 
Guthrie expressed pleasure at being in 


_ Atlanta, and on receiving a letter from 


Professor R. E. Park, of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, which invited him to 
deliver a lecture at the university. 

In speaking of the course of lectures 
to be given in Atlanta, Dr. Guthrie ex- 
plained that the purpose was to give 
a bird's-eye view of the great dramas, 
produced at great periods, by great 
peoples, and that at the time of their 
greatness. 

“There are certain characteristics 
which the dramas of all nations pos- 
sess,” he said. “There are some char- 
acteristics which some nations possess, 
and we shall endeavor to grope our 
way toward finding out what sort of 
a drama will fully represent our char- 
acteristics.”’ ; 

In discussing the present status of 
the drama in America and the ap- 
proach to a standard, the point at 
which we may claim a national drama, 
Dr. Guthrie mentioned Dr. George ~P. 
Baker, of Harvard university, as rep- 
resenting the highest dramatic teach- 
ing leading to that. Among his disci- 
ples were mentioned Percy Mackaye, 
Sheldon and Josephine Preston Pea- 
body. Of the critics of the drama who 
are constructive in their force, Dr. 
Guthrie mentioned, among others, Ar- 
thur Warren, of The New York Trib- 
une, the successor of William Winter. 

“You will do me the kindness to 6x- 
plain that, contrary to the program, I 
will give the lecture on the Greek 
drama before that of the Hindoo 
drama,” said Dr. Guthrie. 

“People know more of the Greek 
drama; the point of contact between 
that and other dramas and our own 
is more easily reached. 

“On the other hand, we know less 
about the Hindoo drama; it was not 
discovered until the nineteenth cen- 
tury by the distinguished English 
scholar, Sir William Jones, and was 
translated by Professor H. H. Wilson, 
the English and Sanskrit scholar. 

“The chronology of the Hindoo drama 
is uncertain. It has its store of origi- 
nal thought of artistic suggestion; its 
cultural expression, which it drew from 
no other influence than the life of 

le it reflects. 
pe ng Greek drama knew nothing of 
the Hindoo drama; it drew nothing 
from it as we have drawn for cen- 
turies from the Greek. 

“Therefore, in the absolute separation 
of the two periods, and the two na~- 
tional dramas of the Greeks and the 
Hindoos with no point of contact, we 
are enablea to clearly define the art 
of the drama itself as a single in- 
flUence, and so markedly expressing 
the life of a people. I consider the 
story of the Hindoo drama one thrill- 
ing with interest, and one which, more 
than any other lecture of the series, 
will emphasize the power of the 
drama, which, though related to Mt- 
erature, and to poetry and to the 
formal arts, is nevertheless a distinct

Take a pint of milk, the yolks of 
two eggs, one-half saltspoonful of 
salt, and three tablespoonfuls of 
sugar. Scalq the milk, beat the eggs 
and sugar together, add the milk to the 
eggs as described in the recipe for | 
boiled custards and stir without re- 
turning to the stove until the sugar is 
dissolved. Add salt and vanilla and 
strain into custard cups. Place the 
cups in a deep baking pan and pour 
hot water around them until it nearly 
reaches their tops. Bake in a moder- 
ately hot oven until done. It usually 
takes from twenty to thirty minutes. 
The water about the custards should 
not boil, and the custards should cook 
slowly, but the tops of the custards 
should brown. It may be necessary to 
increase the heat after the first ten 
minutes to secure this. The cups 
should be the same size and shape and 
the water should be all about them. 
When done, the custards should be of 
a smooth and velvety consistency. If 
curdled or wheyed, they have been 
cooked too rapidly at too high a tem- 
pegature.

DEATH STRIKES 
COL. HIGGINSON 


May 9.—Colonel 


Cambridge, Mass., 
Thomas Higginson, historian and au- 
thor, minister and soldier, last of the 
group of famous scholars and aboli- 
tionists of half a century ago, died at 
his home here tonight, aged 87 years. 

Colonel Higginson’s death was due 
to a breakdown due to old age. He is 
survived by a widow and one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. J. D. Barney, of Boston. 

Colonel Higginson was almost the 
last of that New England coterie which 
included Longfellow, Whittier, Holmes, 
Emerson and Lowell. He was also one 
of the anti-slavery agitators or aboli- 
tionists with Garrison, Wendell Phil- 
lips, Edward Everett Hale and Mrs. 
Julia Ward Howe. 

He regarded his anti-slavery work 
and other reforms as the most grati- 
fying episodes of his career. 

He served in the civil war as cap- 
tain of the Fifty-first Massachusetts 
volunteer militia, and later as colonel 
of the First South Carolina volunteers, 
union organization, afterwards named 
the Thirty-third United States colored 
troops. He ‘was vice president of the

“I'd stand on my head in the pulpit 
to get people to come to my church, if I 
couldn’t get them there any other way,” 
said the Rev. Len G. Broughton in ad- 
dressing the Atlanta Ad Men’s Club 
on the efficiency of advertising at the 
club’s regular semi-monthly meeting 


last night. 

Dr. Broughton’s talk was the feature 
of this particular meeting, and there 
was little roj}m for doubt after he had 
finished but that the minister has real- 
ly studied advertising all the way 
along the line. He told of a number of 
his experiences in utilizing the display 
columns of newspapers, and, judged 
by the results he reported, his adver- 
tising ventures have been. uniformly 
successful. 

“To begin with,” said Dr. Broughton, 
“there must be merit in the proposi- 
tion to be advertised. I have been suc- 
cessful in advertising one way and 
another my church, and, have been 
fairly successful in keeping my pews 
filled. But I know that no amount of 
advertising would have done this had 
I not talked of matters in which the 
public feels an interest. The advertise- 
ments might have brought them once 
or twice, but afterwards they would 
have refused to be fooled into coming.” 

In tracing the development gf the 
tendency on the part of Atlanta min- 
isters to advertise, Dr. Broughton told 
of how he was severely criticised when 
he first announced the subjects of his 
sermons in the daily papers. He called 
attention to the fact, however, that 
practically every minister in the city 
now does this, and said he believes it 
not only proper and right, but the 
only sensible thing to do. 

There is no business that can be suc- 


cessfully carried on today, said Dr. 
Broughton, without at least some ad- 
vertising; and this, he believes, applies 
as forceably to the business of the 
churches as to any other. It was in 
this connection that the minister stat- 
ed that he was so anxious to fill the 
pews in his church that he would stand 
on ‘his head in his pulpit to attract at- 
tention, if necessary. 

After his address, Dr. Broughton was 
elected an honorary member of the Ad 
Men's Club.

the reporting of amendments. 

Clerks Discharged for Organizing. 

At the hearing before the house com- 
mittee on reform in the civil service 
this morning, further testimony was 
adduced showing the disciplinary 
measures used by the department to 
defeat the clerks’ organizations. Mr. 
Stewart, second assistant postmaster 
general, when asked about the _ dis- 
missal of Duff and Van Dyke, of Bt. 
Paul, said it was because of “perni- 
cious activity in promoting a union 
organization. It was a plain case of 
insubordination. Otherwise they were 
efficient men.” 

Oscar F. Nelson, president of the 
National Federation of Postoffice 
Clerks, next took the stand and told 
of his discharge from the service, fol- 
lowing active efforts to have improved 
the insanitary conditions in the Chi- 
cago postoffice. He said: 

“The men were working ten hours 
a night under what\the Chicago com- 
mission on occupational diseases de- 
clared were the worst conditions in 
the city.
